THD REFLOODED MARSH 


The present decimated status 
of the duck population in the 
United States is due in a 
large extent to the fact that 
throughout the country there 
has been a continuel draining 
of swamp land and low-lying 
lakes. These territories in 
former times before the advent 
of modern draining methods 
supported an abundant duck 
population which was more 
numerous than we at the pre- 
sent time can imagine. 

Horseshoe lake and the 
surrounding territory is an 
example of this wanton. de- 
struction of marshes and 
svamps with the avowed purpose 
of thereby gaining increased 
agricultural lands, but as is 
evident to the most casual 
observer with no tangible 
results at all. The restora- 
tion of these Illinois swamp 
lands to their former glory 
would be an achievement in 
conservation of our wild game.

ONE-LEGGED ROBIN 


The following communication 
whose author we are not at 
liberty to name we feel will 
be of interest to everyone. 

"Tith eager expectation we 
avait the first song birds in 
the spring. The robin is one 
of the first to arrive each 
year. The nest building per- 
iod is now beginning for the 
birds and their efforts are a 
constent source of pleasure to 
all who watch their labors. 

"The robin is an example. 
®ne ouraged by her mete the 
female robin gathers nesting 
material such as roots, 
strips of cloth, strings, etc. 
to begin building the nest. 
Then she gathers mud with 
vhich she olasters the inside 
of the nest and forms its 
shape with her own body. Of 
course her feathers get muddy 
in the process and she will 
gladly avail herself of the 
opportunity to clean them in 
the neighboring bird baths 
Then final process consists in 
locating bits of string and 
cotton to line the nest. 

"hile engaged in gathering 
string the bird J<ifPR in 4a 
while become entangled and 
unless the birdis freed, it 
will perish. Once I was lucky 
enough to bé able to free a 
robin thus entangled. The 
poor bird hed broken a leg and 
“ag unable to use it. I was 
compelled to relieve her by 
removing the useless member. 
For some reason or other she 
dia not regain the use of her 
wines till late in the summer.

During this entire period the 
male was in constant attend- 
ance and fed his mate as he 
did the young. Finally the 
mother bird regained command 
of her wings and was able to 
fly about and balance on her 
one leg and gather her cwn 
food. 

"This one-legged robin re- 
turned for two successive 
years with her mate and built 
her nest in the nearby trees. 

"The vaiue to be gained by 
careing for a crippled bird is 
evident from this story."

Another example of what 
could be done along these 
lines is afforded by Creve 


Coeur lake. By the construc- 
tion of a small dam this could 
be made into a veritable mecca 
for all manner of wild fowl. 

That this is no idle dream 
is proved by what is being 
done in other places. ’ 

In central VWisconsin there 
once lay a huge marsh famous 
for its immerse numbers of 
ducks and other wild fowl. 
This Horicon Marsh was drained 
for the purpose of su plying 
asricultural land. But the 
project was found to be use- 
less. The land was larsely 
unfertile and grew little else 
but coarse marsh grasses. 

Throush the efforts of con- 
servation minded veonle of 
Wisconsin, particularly Louis 
(Curley) Radke, president of 
the Visconsin Izaak Valton 
League, the marsh has been to 
a large extent restored to its 
former glory through the con- 
struction of a small dam. Re- 
cently over a thousand ducks 
were banded and released on 
the marsh. There is no doubt 
that Horicon Marsh is restored.
